This is election day (the day on which this was written). 
The votes are being cast, and will soon be counted. The 
results will represent the voice of the people, as expressed 
and recorded through the process of secret balloting. 

When this bit of comment appears in print it will be 
time for public acceptance of the fate of another term of 
government, as determined by ballot. According to Amer- 
ican legend, Americans are good sports. Particularly, when 
the prescribed process of electing is followed our people 
are ready and willing to abide by the results, and to accept 
the chosen candidates as their duly elected public officials.

Un'ess they are 
recompensed by intangibles, they spend their time and 
energies without remuneration. 

Therefore the public whom they serve is obligated to 
them— mainly for cooperation, in the discharge of their 
duties as public officials. They have the right to expect pub- 
lic lovalty and support. So may those best qualified win, 
but, best or second best, (and it's not ours to fudge) once 
the electorate has put its approval on them at the polls, 
all good citizens are obligated to support them in the dis- 
charge of their duties in office. 

The public servant's job is too often a thankless one. 
So. support him and reward his public spirit, and his cour- 
age, with your interest and friendly cooperation.

Some 70 per cent of union con- 
tracts signed by American busi- 
ness and industry, large and 
small, contain a union-shop clause 
makes union membership a 
prime condition of employment. 

This fact may suggest to some 
of us that either the principle of 
compulsory unionism is morally 
acceptable or that at least 70 per 
cent of our workers and their em- 
ployers are totally lacking in 
moral judgment. 

Nothing could be more absurd, 
in either case. 

The principle of imposing a toll 
on the right to work is still a base 
perversion of human liberty as we 
Americans understand it. To en- 
able labor leaders to license em- 
ployment is still a betrayal of hu- 
man dignity, as foul as it ever 
was. Likewise, a high percentage 
of American workers and em- 
ployers are today as keenly aware 
of the evil of compulsory union- 
ism as they were on the day the 
first union-shop contract — the 
first yellow-dog contract in re- 
verse — was signed. 

The fact is that workers 
throughout business and industry 
deeply resent the bondage through 
collective bargaining, with full 
legislative and judicial sanction, 
at tables far beyond their reach. 
It is also true that employers — 
even those who have signed away 
the human rights of their work- 
ers—despise the arrangement as 
vehemently as do the most indig- 
nant of the betrayed.

When we hear of "strike 
funds," the millions of dollars

means to the radicals of the 
American labor movement — es- 
pecially when we perceive how 
much internal democracy these 
same leaders have been careful 
to uproot or circum-scribe within 
their union organizations. 

But there are also unscrupul- 
ous employers who, quite within 
the law, bargain away the rights 
of individual workers because the 
union shop offers such employers 
a real bargain. It costs them noth- 
ing and may even save them 
money, in cases where the union 
drops its biggest dollar demands 
as a come-on for the union-shop 
gimmick. 

There are many ways in which 
an "understanding" union may be 
of help to an avaricious employer 
when there are bones to be mutu- 
ally picked, and often enough the 
union shop offers a pleasant 
shortcut to the pickings. It is 
not hard to visualize in this con- 
nection that when a greedy em- 
ployer and a foxy union leader 
get together for a "free ride" on 
the bandwagon of compulsory un- 
ionism, it is at the actual expense 
of the workers— who must sacri- 
fice dollars that would have 
reached their pockets had they 
not been bartered away in ex- 
change for a ball and chain. 

Fortunately, the unscrupulous, 
avaricious employers are in the 
minority. However, many an hon- 
orable employer has been forced 
to sign a union-shop contract to 
"save his skin." I'll have more to 
say about these "captive" em- 
ployers in my next article.
